M 'D O N A LD ’S 
CR IM E. 


E v id en ce a t th e In q n eat S h ow s th a t th e 
M urder w a s P r e m e d ita te d . 
San F rancisco. May 2lst.—Donald McDonald, 
w ho shot Ethel Anderson on H oward street yes­ 
terday, and then killed him self, was Sergeant of 
B attery L, F irst U nited States A rtillery. He was 
about 30 years old, and was a native of Glasgow, 
Scotland. 
After he left th e room of the Anderson girl, 
early in th e m orning, he w ent to Fort Mason, 
w here he told some of his com panions that he 
h ad been robbed of 855, Coming back to town 
later, w ith private Ulrey, he told his com panion 
th a t he intended to kill him self, and upon 
reaching the city h e bade good bv to the in ­ 
m ates of a house w here he was acquainted, aud 
th en proceeded to a gun-store and bought a pis­ 
tol. He th en bade Ulrey good-by, but the latter 
laughed at him , believing him to be joking. 
M cDonald th en wrote a note to private Jerrv 
M anning, telling him to give Ulrey a razor and 
tak e all the rest of his property for him self. 
T his note he gave Ulrey for delivery. 
Ulrey 
then begged McDonald to give up his revolver, 
th in k in g by this tim e th a t he m eant w hat he 
said. But McDonald refused, and suddenly 
turning a com er, disappeared from sight. Ul­ 
rey, having becom e fearful th a t McDonald 
m eant to do som ething desperate, reported the 
facts to the police. Just th en McDonald ap­ 
peared, and seeing a policem an near, to whom 
Ulrey had just been talking, w illingly con­ 
sented to go hom e, w hich rem oved Ulrey’s sus- 
S 
icions. A couple of blocks aw ay, however, 
IcDonald slipped aw ay, and was not heard of 
again until he had accom plished his end. 
The inquest in the case of Donald McDonald 
and Ethel Anderson, found dead at 666 Howard 
street yesterday m orning, was held to-day. John 
Rboener, a w aiter at th e International Hotel, 
was first called, and testified th at McDonald 
told him and several others yesterday th a t he 
w ould first kill the girl and then him self. 
K itty Blake, w ho lives at 420 Montgomery 
avenue, said th a t yesterday about 9:45 McDon­ 
ald cam e to h er room and said : 
“ Kitty, I have com e to say good-by. I am go­ 
ing to die.” 
She said, “ Why. w hat's the m atter?” 
“ W eil,” he replied, “ I am going to shoot 
M aud and then myself, and this is w hat I am 
going to do it w ith,” pulling a pistol out oi his 
pocket. She asked him w hy, and he replied 
th a t he had his own reasons. He w as intoxi­ 
cated at the tim e and soon w ent away. 
Mrs. Mary Collins was sworn, en d m ade the 
sam e statem ent she gave to the reporters yester­ 
day. 
T he jury w as o u t only two m inutes, and 
brought iu a verdict according to th e facts. 
T he body of th e wom an has been rem oved to 
M alady's undertaking place, end w ill be sent to 
San Jose ior burial. An aasbulance from the 
Presidio called at noon and took aw ay McDon­ 
ald 's rem ains.

LOS ANGENES FIGHT. 


J o e Soto and Harry Jones Contesting For 
F istic Honors, 
Los A n g e l e s, May 2lst.—A fight to a finish, 
betw een Joe Soto, of San Francisco, and H arry 
Jones, of Los Angeles, for a purse of 8500, took 
place at th e gym nasium of the Los Angeles A th­ 
letic Club to-night. Considerable interest was 
m anifested during the week past am ong the 
sporting fraternity, and a good deal of money, 
even betting, was laid in a quiet w av by the re­ 
spective partisans. Several exhibitions of skill 
preceded the fight, mostly local talent. At 9:20 
th e event of the evening was announced, and a 
few seconds later Soto entered the ring, at­ 
tended by BiUy M anniug and B. Wesner. Soon 
afterw ards Jones appeared, followed by Profes­ 
sor M urray and J. Bangs. 
Joe Ellingsw orth acted as referee. Both m en 
appeared to be in prim e condition. 
Jones 
w eighed 123% and Soto 118 pounds. 
Time was 
called at 9:30. Both led ofT w ith th e right, but 
Jones parried, and some prettv sparring fol­ 
lowed for a few seconds, w hen Soto attem pted 
to force the fighting, Jones getting decidedly the 
best of it, putting in several hot ones on his op­ 
ponent’» chest am id great excitem ent, w hen 
Jones landed his left on Soto's neck, laving him 
out just as tim e was called. 
In the second and th ird rounds Jones had 
m uch th e best of it, and got in some terrific 
drives, sending Soto to th e ropes severa) tim es, 
although the M exican did m ost of his work. 
At the end of the th ird round Jones asked for 
new gloves, the right thum b having burst. Soto 
said; “ Take them both off. I w ant you to.” 
From the fourth to th e eighth round there was 
good fighting. Soto beginning to show signs of 
distress, but Jones rushing him tow ards the end 
of th e eighth round overworked himself. 
T he n in th round was a very hot one all 
through, Soto, however, beginning to pick up a 
little, and draw ing first blood. 
In the tw elfth round Soto began working 
Jones in the stom ach and occasionally got iu 
ugly jabs. 
' 
In the next round Joaes never struck a blow. 
Soto how ever jabbing him unm ercifully, paint­ 
ing Jones’ face w ith his own blood. 
This order was m aintained to the seventeenth 
round, w hen Jones was evidently played out. 
Soto landing w herever 
he w anted to, and 
Jones unable to do execution. 
From this to 
th e 
tw entieth 
round 
Soto 
played 
upon 
Jones’ 
face 
and 
stom ach 
alternately, 
getting aw ay scott free every tim e he m ade 
an effort to return. 
In the twenty-first and last round Soto pur­ 
sued the sam e tactics, landing terrific back­ 
handers on Jones' breadbasket, following up the 
storm w ith well directed blows on his lace and 
neek. knocking him down. Jones got up w ith 
difficulty three tim es, only to be lelled again. 
The fourth tim e at the end of the regulation ten 
seconds he couldn't even turn over, and the 
M exican was declared the w inner.

IN JU R Y TO A M IN E . 


W ill H a v e T w o T ra n sco n tin en ta l R a il­ 
road C on n ection s. 
SEATTLE (W. T.), May 21st.—Orders were re­ 
ceived to day to resum e work on the Seattle, 
Lake Shore and Eastern Railroad. This road is 
b u i't for forty-seven m ites and is to be extended 
•eighty-tliree m iles, to th e British Colum bia line. 
T he C anadian Pacific is to be built across F ra­ 
zer river, to m ake connection w ith the Seattle, 
Lake Shore and Eastern, a distance of seven­ 
teen miles. This gives Seattle another trans­ 
continental connection in addition to th a t al­ 
ready afforded by the N orthern Pacific. 
The engineers and right-of-way m en leave to­ 
m orrow m o m isg for the front, and will be fol­ 
lowed by a large construction force. The road 
is to be finished and in running order by Christ­ 
mas. 


W ork o f th e P resb y teria n G en eral 
se m b ly —S ta tistica l In fo rm a tio n . 


N e w Y o r k , May 21st.—The Presbyterian A s­ 
sem bly continued to receive reports to-dav. The 
facts gathered from these rej>orts a re : "There 
are now 1,592 Home M issionaries at work, aud 
the cash receipts for the work during the past 
year were $8Ss,000, a gain of $19,000. The in­ 
crease did no: com e from the churches, but 
from th e W om an's Missionary Societies. The 
W om an's E xecutive Com m ittee ot Home Mis­ 
sions reported that they raised $321,000 last year, 
a gain ot $94,000. It is expected th e report on 
the Confession of F aith will come up to-morrow. 
The Assembly w ill rem ain in session the re­ 
m ainder of the week probably. 
A discussion arose this m orning concerning 
the m anagem ent of the Board of Missions for 
Freedm en. The outcom e was the Introduction 
of a resolution authorizing th e investigation of 
charges of m ism anagem ent. This w ent over 
w ithout action, tim e having expired. 
W hen the afternoon session opened Hev. Dr. 
H am lin of W ashington spoke against and dis­ 
approved of using foreign languages in church 
work as m uch as possible, and thought the use 
of Germ an should not be continued beyond the 
first generation. 
Rev. Dr. Ambrose C. Sm ith of Illinois w anted 
to know how m any first generations there were. 
“ You have first generations of Germ ans anil 
other nationalities com ing here to-dav, and tnis 
w ill probaily continue for years to come. We 
w ant to evangelize an d Am ericanize Europeans 
arriving in this country. The only m eaus we 
have to do this are th e two schools sustained by 
this assem bly, and those who can preach to 
th eir countrym en in the Germ an tongue." 
Dr. Sm ith thought if the Germ an Theological 
School at Dubuque, of w hich he is President, 
got au eudow m eut of $100,000 it could fulfill its 
m ission of educating and evangelizing the Ger­ 
m an population of the northw est for all time. 
Some speakers referred to the effective work 
being done by a synod o f M innesota among tne 
Scandinavians am i Bohem ians. 
It was agreed 
to add another Secretary to the force ot the 
Board of Home Missions, au d it was decided 
th at he m ust be able to preacn. 
T be report of th e standing Com m ittee of the 
Board ot Aid for Colleges was presented by Rev. 
Dr. Thomas S. Hastings. O ne-third ol the Pres­ 
byterian Churches had m ade donations. Dr. 
Hastings said the Board of A:d would require 
81C0,Cioo or 3200,000. The report recom m ended 
th a t the Bible be adopted as the ouly tex t book 
in any school endow ed by the Board of Aid, aud 
th at special attention be paid to the establish­ 
m ent of a Presbyterian academ y m idw ay be 
tw een the common school and the college." The 
report aud recom m endations were unanim ously 
adop'.ed.

THE BEFORM BILL IN NEW YORK. 
The country has awaited the message of 
Governor Hill of New York, upon the 
Saxton ballot reform bill, with a great 
deal of interest. It was not a surprise 
that the Governor vetoed the measure, for 
he had manifested his animosity to it from 
the outset. The message, now at hand, 
gives the reasons for his disapproval very 
fully. That they are responsive to partisan 
demands, it is not unjust to so charge, since 
he party of the Governor antagonized the 
till, and the Republicans just as warmlv 
espoused it. It is very much to be re­ 
gretted that measures of this character 
should be debated, passed or vetoed upon 
party lines. All eflorts made to conserve 
the secresv of the ballot and to insure its 
free easting and the honest ascertainment 
of the result, are above and rise superior 
to all partisan considerations. 
Governor 
H ill is very explicit in his message in his 
approval of the private voting booth feature 
of the bill, and in his regard for the gen­ 
erally expressed wish of the people, that 
there shall be an honest count. But his 
main objections to the bill are twofold; 
first, the exclusion of all ballots, except 
those printed by ¡the State, he declares to be 
unconstitutional,as it is the guaranteed right 
of every voter to come to the polls with 
his own prepared ballot; secondly, that the 
requirement that each ballot shall contain 
the names of all persons who are candi­ 
dates, is inconsistent with the private 
booth and secret ballot system. These are 
the principal reasons he advances for the 
veto, though he argues that under 
the Saxton system it would be easier 
to control elections by bribery than now, 
because all the corruptionists would have 
to do would be to buy the service of ballot 
clerks. But he does not explain why it 
would be less difficult to corrupt the elec­ 
tion board than now, and to be entirely 
fair in 
treatment of the 
message, 
we are unable to discern why a board that 
receipts to tiie Secretary of State for a 
given number of ballots with numbered 
stubs to be accounted for, and hands them 
to voters as they apply lor them, is more 
liable to venal practices than one that re­ 
ceives the ballots from the voters and 
counts them, who have in turn obtained 
them from ticket peddler-. The Gov­ 
ernor holds, also, that the projwsed uni­ 
form ballots that admit to their face 
the names of all candidates are cumber­ 
some, unwieldy and will result in confu 
sion and error. So far as that is con 
cerned, it may he replied that the Legisla 
ture having passed upon that objection, it 
is not a fairly proper matter for the con­ 
sideration of the Executive. So far, too, 
as the Governor’s defense of the posi 
tion of his party goes, it is worthy of 
note that in Missouri, where a bill almost 
the copy of that vetoed in New York is 
under consideration, the party supporting 
it is that of Governor Hill, and the Gov­ 
ernor who is urging its adoption is of Gov­ 
ernor Hill’s (lolitical faith. The New 
York World, which is also of the party 
household of Governor Hill, supports 
the Saxton bill and scourges the Gov­ 
ernor for his veto of what it terms 
one of the wisest and most progressive 
measures of the nineteenth century. It is 
almost precisely the hill that was presented 
to the California legislature in this year 
by the Young Men's Democratic League, 
and is practically the same bill that the 
Democrats of Massachusetts approved. 
Every objection raised by Governor Hill 
has been answered in Kentucky, Wiscon­ 
sin, Massachusetts and in Missouri, and 
are not there deemed to be any longer 
open questions. It is remarkable that this 
important message, the first yet given to 
the country by the Governor of any State 
upon the new system, protests most 
strongly against the feature of the reform 
that, by its friends, is advanced as the 
chief reason why the hill should become 
law—that the exclusive official ballot com­ 
pels secrecy; that it is the only means that 
has yet suggested itself to human ingenuity 
to relieve the voter from the domination 
of the men in whose power in social or 
business life he may tie placed. A sample 
of the difficulty with which the Governor 
met in devising objections to ballot reform 
as expressed in the Saxton bill, is found 
in his fear that possibly the officers 
upon whom the duty of having the ballots 
at the place of voting might neglect that 
duty. It is at once suggested in reply 
that so, too, might party committees, as in­ 
deed they have, not only forgotten, but 
there have been instances in which they 
h ive purposefully neglected to have a suf­ 
ficient number of ballots prepared for the 
voters. So, too, he says that it is a serious 
objection that should a candidate die just 
before election there could be no substitu­ 
tion by his party. But all these ballot bills 
provide that a new name may be written 
in by the voter, and blanks are left for that 
specific purpose. The objection that such 
bills are unconstitutional because they re- 
»qtire voters to use the official ballot, if 
good for anything, applies also to the laws 
of all those States which, like California, 
require the ballots to be uniform in tint of 
paper and quality, and to be printed in a 
certain kind of type. That all the names 


of candidates are required to appear upon 
the official ballot, so far from being 
the evil Governor H ill pronounces it, is 
one of the chief virtues of the reform, 
since it gives to every man, rich or poor, 
who can secure the requisite indorsement, 
the right to contest for the suffrage ex­ 
pression of favor by his fellow citizens. 
We cannot understand wherein danger re­ 
sides to the liberties of the people in per­ 
mitting whosoever chooses to contend for 
offices that are to be filled by the votes of 
the people. The convention system is not 
destroyed by the reform, but the power 
certainly is stripped from the controllers 
of conventions to exclude from the race 
the man who aspires, but has not their 
favor. The whole message of Governor 
Hill is labored, and a clearly manifest ef­ 
fort to load down the reform with objec­ 
tions that are, at best, but theoretical, 
whereas the reform itself has been, in at 
least two States, proven practicable and 
beneficial. We must conclude that in the 
case of Governor H ill the partisan has 
risen superior to the man who declares 
that he is very solicitous that something 
shall be done to protect the ballot-box, 
and to secure a perfectly free expression 
of the will of the voters. If Governor 
H ill is sincere in this declaration heshould 
have had the courage to stand for the 
measure that the people in his State, in 
their representative capacity, have de­ 
termined will accomplish that end. The 
importance of the message of the Governor, 
and the outcome of the reform effort in 
New York resides in the fact already 
stated—that it is the first veto message of 
that character, and that as New York is the 
first of States, the action had in that com­ 
monwealth will have a potential influence 
upon the like measures proposed in other 
States. It is now probable that the next 
political contest in the Empire State will 
divide, for one thing, upon this question of 
ballot reform. We entertain the belief, 
from having watched the debate of the 
last two months, that the reform move­ 
ment will triumph, and the mere partisan 
will be driven to accept the new method 
of ascertaining the will of the majority. 


THE “HITCH” AT BERLIN. 


It is reported that there is a hitch in 
the Berlin conference; that the American 
delegates insist upon the return and re­ 
storation of old King Malietoa, while the 
Germans say that their Emperor has 
graciously pardoned him and nothing 
more should be expected of them. In­ 
deed ! And what was there to pardon ? 
W hat had Malietoa done ? He was the 
lawful sovereign chosen by the island 
Chiefs. He was recognized as ruler by all 
the powers, and Germany herself con­ 
cluded a treaty of commerce with him in 
1879. In 1880 he refused to surrender to 
the German Consul certain natives guilty 
of a technical trespass in crossing the 
lands of some Germans. He had the men 
tried by his own Courts, and they were 
punished. For this the Consul declared 
Malietoa in contempt, and Germany held 
that the Empire had been insulted. Im­ 
mediately all sorts of complaints were 
trumped up by the Germans against 
natives, and to cap the climax the vice­ 
King was induced to rebel. The (ierman 
officials hastened to recognize this Tames- 
sese, and to salute his flag. Malietoa, con­ 
fronted by a rebel force, backed by a fleet 
of < ierman gun-boats and cruisers, and 
refused protection by a blundering Amer­ 
ican Administration, was induced to be­ 
lieve that the only way to prevent a civil 
war was for him to retire as the prisoner 
of Germany, which he did, taking leave 
of his people in an address that is one of 
the most touching recitals it has lieen our 
fortune to read. In the document he dis­ 
tinctly disavowed admitting the claims of 
the Germans, the rightfulness of Tatnes- 
sese’s rebellion, or that he or his people 
had 
in 
any 
way 
wronged the 
German 
nation 
or 
people, unless 
his appeal 
to the American Gov­ 
ernment to extend its proteetorateover the 
islands could be so construed. He declared 
that he yielded himself a prisoner solely 
to save the blood of his people from being 
spilled, and his beautiful land from the 
desolation of war. 
The Germans there­ 
upon took their prisoner to Germany, anil 
from there to Africa, where on the Zanzi­ 
bar coast he sickened and came to the very 
gates of death. 
Common humanity de­ 
manded that the poor old man should not 
lie sacrificed to the miasma of the Zanzibar 
coa«t, and a German ship of war was 
sent to transport him to the Marshall 
group, between two and three hundred 
miles distant from Samoa. 
But ft is 
significant that he was not removed to that 
place until the people of the United States 
began to protest in no unmistakable terms 
against the outrageous aggressions of Ger­ 
many in Samoa. 
It has been our demand 
that the status <¡uo should he restored—that 
involves the return to his home of the 
only man the United States Government 
ever recognized as the lawful ruler in 
Samoa, until Mntaafa, the nephew of 
Malietoa took up the cause of his uncle and 
opjiosed the rebel half-caste Tamessese. 
\\ e should not abate the demand, or for a 
moment concede the right of Germ.mv to 
seize and transport the lawful ruler of a 
country with which we have covenanted 
to act as next friend and arbitrator, in case 
it has disagreement with any other foreign 
power. I nless we are out-gcneraled at 
Berlin, Germany will he compelled to re­ 
turn Malietoa to his natire land, com­ 
pensate him for his exile and salute his 
flag. It is improbable that all this will be 
done, though it should lie; but at least the 
old man should lie returned from exile to 
the arms of his jieople, who entertain for 
him the profoundest regard and tenderest 
affection. Since the foregoing was put in 
type, news has been received justifying the 
iielief that the Washington Government 
has instructed onr representatives at Ber­ 
lin to insist upon the re-cstablishment of 
Malietoa in precisely the condition in 
which Germany found him when it began 
to plot to overthrow the King and substi­ 
tute for him one of its pliant tools. It is 
to be hoped that this reported insistence 
is true, and that some atonement will thus 
lie made for the error of the United States 
in |ierrnitting the deportation of the King.

UNDER WAT. 


JURY SECURED IN THE BILLINGS 
MURDER CASE. 


The 
Coupt-Room 
Crowded With 
Spectators—The Prosecution's 
Opening Statement. 


A t the reassembling of Judge 
A rm ­ 
strong’s Court yesterday morniDg the room 
was well tilled by the usual array of spec­ 
tators, who are drawn by natural curiosity 
or a morbid love of the sensational to the 
trial of any crim inal case of more than 
ordinary m om ent. 
T he crowd sat pa­ 
tiently through the m orning session and 
listened to the not very interesting feature 
of exam ining jurors. W hen the Court ad­ 
journed at noon the general impression 
prevailed that no jury would be secured 
yesterday, and m any left the Court-room 
determ ined not to return for the afternoon 
session. 
It was a decided surprise to every one 
connected with the case, however, when 
the twelfth juror was accepted at about 3 
o’clock p m . 
A fortunate supply of favor­ 
able m aterial tor jurym en seemed to come 
in generous quantity all at once, and w hat 
was expected to prove a long and tedious 
work was completed in shorter order than 
any one had anticipated. 
The jury, as accepted for the case, is com­ 
posed of K. Koening, Charles L. Coyle, J. 
Minford, S. C. McClaughry, Joseph Heintz, 
Richm ond Davis, J. M. Jackson, John 
Reith, J. H . Aiiller, W illiam Mitchell, 
John W att, John Barrett. 
After securing the jury the Court took a 
recess of ten minutes. 
W hen the Court again convened Clerk 
Rhoads read the indictm ent in the case, 
after which District Attorney B runer made 
the opening statem ent, the essential feat­ 
ures of which were as follows : T hat F ran ­ 
cis D. Lightball, the deceased, was a native 
of Michigan. He came to California ahout 
a year ago, and at the tim e of his death was 
about 27 years of age. Soon after his ar­ 
rival his father. Luther O. Lighthall, also 
came west and joined his son. They came 
to Sacramento and concluded to settle in 
the vicinity of Sacramento. In November 
last they m et Levi N. Billings, the de­ 
fendant in this case, and arranged to rent 
of him his ranch, situated a little north of 
the city, on the Sacram ento river. Billings 
him self drew up the lease, on w hat was 
practically his own terms. The Lighthalls 
took possession of the ranch for one year, 
they to have a certain portion of the crops 
raised, and the ballance to go to Billings. 
One condition of the transaction was that 
the tenants should buy of their landlord a 
team and harness for about $200. This 
they did. paying Billings a part of the pur­ 
chase money tor the same. About a week 
before the 1st of March last negotiations 
were pending between the two parties for a 
surrender of the lease. The tenants agreed 
to forfeit the lease and give possession of 
the premises on ihe paym ent of $125. To 
this proposition Billings consented, and a 
day was decided upon for the vacation of 
the premises, the defendant agreeing to 
assist his tenants in moving. 
On the day agreed upon the Lighthalls 
were all ready to move, and Billings came 
to the ranch with a wagon. H e saw certain 
goods ready for removal, and commenced 
loading them into the wagon. At this 
LutherO . Lighthall protested, saying: “ We 
have not got our money yet,’’ to which the 
defendant replied: 
“Come to my house 
and I will give you the money.’’ Lighthall 
refused to do this, declaring that possession 
of the premises would not be surrendered 
until the money agreed upon had been 
paid. 
On the Tuesday before the 1st of 
March defendant demanded the team and 
harness, on which about $225 was then due. 
T he demand was denied, and the defend­ 
ant declared he would take them anyway. 
The senior Lighthall told him that if he 
would wait an hour he would get the 
money. 
H e sent to town for his brother, 
" . D. Lightball, who soon came out to the 
anch, bringing the money, $225, with 
w hich the defendant was paid in full for 
the property. Billings then drove away. 
On the Friday following, the first day of 
March, the defendant and his son w ent out 
to the ranch and drove up to the barn. The 
former went to open the barn door, when 
Francis I). Lightball, the deceased, opposed 
him , and his father said to the defendant: 
“ No; you shall not interfere with any­ 
thing on this place until our business is 
settled.” At this Billings and his son both 
E 
icked np clubs and struck the elder Light- 
«11. who then grasped a club and h it young 
Billings. The defendant then struck young 
Lighthall a blow with his club and felled 
hiuqto the ground. 
The young man was 
ju st getting up, when the defendant shot 
him twice with a pistol and killed him . 
The prosecution would prove that at no 
tim e had the deceased any weapon of any 
kind, that the attack was made by the de­ 
fendant. After the killing, defendant and 
his son started to go away, the father of 
the deceased standing over the body of his 
prostrate son. 
Defendant returned ami 
drew his pistol on the old man. threatening 
to shoot him also. 
Young Billings inter­ 
fered and he and the defendant went away. 
Olive H ildreth, 10 years of age. was stand­ 
ing at a corner of the house, from which 
spot she witnessed the whole proceedings 
until the tiring of the shots. The prosecu­ 
tion claimed that there was no just pro­ 
vocation for the assault, which resulted, it 
would claim, in the unlaw lul killing of a 
hum an being with malice aforethought. 
A t the conclusion of the District Attor­ 
ney's opening statem ent, the substance of 
which is given above, it was decided to 
proceed no further in the case yesterday, 
and the Court adjourned until 10 a . m . to­ 
day. 
The jury during the trial of the case 
will be uniler the charge of the Sheriff. 


T h e Y a g e r F a m ily . 
Frequent reference has been made to the 
m arked progress made by lone, in popula­ 
tion and business, but the true reason 
therefor was not known to the outside 
world until the Echo last week published 
the follow ing: 
" 1*. Yager, our t jwnsmen, 
figured up the num ber of relatives he has 
in California the other day, and the total 
m akes a good showing for the Yager 
family. 
Mr. Yager arrived in California in 
1 855, and through his advice five sisters and 
one brother afterwards came to the State. 
The children of these brothers and sisters 
now num ber 38, their grandchildren 73. 
and their great grandchildren 4, making 
115, which, with the six brothers and sis­ 
ters firs; named, makes a grand total of 121 
representatives of the Yager family in 
California. P. Yager feels rather proud of 
the fact that he has been the cause of such 
a material increase in our State’s popula­ 
tion.”

The Orland (Colusa) Aetct contains the 
following timely suggestions to the people 
of that county, and they apply with equal 
force to all localities : “ The season is ap­ 
proaching when the collection for an ex­ 
hibit at the State Fair should be made.

Synopsis of the Discourse at Their Tent 
on Monday Evening. 
There was quite a good attendance of 
persons at the Seventh-Day Adventists’ tent 
on Monday evening. The speaker said he 
had before show n in bis investigation of 
the second chapter of Daniel that four un i­ 
versal kingdom s would cover the history of 
this world from Babylon to the end of 
time, when the God of Heaven should set 
up a kingdom . Babylon, India and Persia' 
Grecia and Home constitute the four king­ 
doms. The four beasts of Daniel vii., 1-7, 
represent the same powers, and cover the 
same period of tim e, being given in this 
form to bring out 
additional features. 
T hat these beasts represent kings is proven 
by verse 17—“These great beasts are four 
kings, 
and, 
to 
m ake 
the 
identity 
sure,” he continues, “ the saints of the most 
H igh shall take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom forever.” The fourth beast, 
or kingdom , Rome, was to possess char­ 
acteristics distinct and peculiar—Daniel 
vii., 7 and 8. It was to rise as a unit, and 
continue for some time, when a division 
should 
take 
place. 
Tiie 
nature and 
num ber of 
the 
division are 
clearly 
indicated by the image, in Daniel ii„ 33, 
and the horns of the beast, in Daniel vii., 
24. The accession of Home to the dominion 
of the world took place B.C. 168. In 351 her 
dism em berm ent commenced by the incur­ 
sions of the Darbarou9 tribes ot the north. 
In 476 the division was complete. The Ho­ 
man empire, as represented by the body of 
the fourth beast, was divided into exactly 
ten parts. 
The prophesy statss that another power, 
represented by the little horn, should arise 
and establish itself by uprooting three of 
the ten kingdoms. Nearly all com m entat­ 
ors are agreed that this power is the Pa­ 
pacy. H er universal sovereignty was not 
complete until the three A rian powers— 
the H erulians, the Vandals and the Ostro­ 
goths—were removed. These thiee pow­ 
ers constituted three of the ten kingdoms. 
The last opposing power, the Ostrogoths, 
was destroyed A. D. 533. 
Papacy then 
held universal sway. This power was to 
continue for a "tim e, times and dividing of 
times. 
This being prophetical is sym bol­ 
ical. A tim e stands for a year, times for 
two years, and dividing of times for half a 
year, in all, three an d a half years of Jewish 
time, or 1,260 days; and as in prophesy 
each day stands for a year (Eg. 4:6, Min. 
14.34) this would be 1,260 years. Twelve 
hundred and sixty added to 538, the date of 
Papal supremacy, would reach to 1798. H is­ 
tory attests the fact that in that year the 
Pope was taken prisoner by the French 
General Berthier, and Home was declared a 
republic. The next great event is the set­ 
ting up of God’s everlasting kingdom. 


N E W F R U IT U N IO N . 


O rg a n iz a tio n o f a R iv a l F ru it-S h ip p in g 
A sso c ia tio n . 
Ever since the organization of the Cali­ 
fornia F ru it Union there has been a large 
element among the fruit-growers of the 
State opposed 
to its arrangem ents for 
handling and disposing of fruit shipments, 
and at the opening of each fruit season there 
has been talk of the organization of rival 
bodies. One has now been formed in this 
city under the nam e c f the Golden Gate 
F rm t Association. 
It Í3 said to represent 
a powerful combination of growers and 
shippers. 
It is claimed for the new organization 
that the expense of middlemen will be 
avoided to a great extent, dealings being 
h a j directly with those who are to sell the 
fruit at auction in the Eastern cities, by 
which system one-haif the usual comm is­ 
sion of 10 per cent, will be saved. C. W . 
Reed, of Yolo, a large shipper, who is one 
of the originators of the uew organization, 
states that the fruit shipped by it will be 
sold by Montgomery A Co., the Chicago 
firm that last year handled the shipm ents 
of the California F ruit Union. 
Mr. Reed claims that the Golden Gate 
Association will afford more individual 
latitude to shippers than they have en­ 
joyed under the m anagem ent of the old 
Union, being allowed to ship their fruit to 
any desired point, and to have it sold either 
by auction or otherwise, as they may elect. 
The Association will, however, require that 
if it be sold at auction the firm designated 
by it shall do the selling. 
The Association has not entirely com­ 
pleted its plaDS, but Mr. Heed says every­ 
thing will be in readiness before the ship­ 
ping season opens. 
H e thinks the Associa­ 
tion will have all the fruit it can handle.

This Tear’s Fruit Shipments. 
The California F ruit Union m et yester­ 
day and ratified the selection, by Porter 
Bros. <fc Co., of the Adams-Lewis Com­ 
pany, of Chicago, as its auctioneers for the 
coming season to dispose of fruit in that 
city. An affidavit was presented to the 
effect that Porter Bros, were in no wav 
connected with the firm.

What It Coats Taxpayers to Indulge in 
Investigation s. 
On Monday afternoon, at the close of 
office-hours, Prentiss Maslin, Secretary of 
the State Board of Exam iners, stepped into 
tbe State Controller’s office and presented a 
claim for $2,014 05, expenses alleged to 
have been incurred in the late State Prison 
investigation held at San Quentin. The 
claim was approved by the Board of E x­ 
aminers. 
Out of this" am ount $1,342 55 
was down as having been incurred in sum ­ 
moning witnesses, and the salary of the 
Bailiff, J. M. Sullivan. This part of the 
claim appeared to be all right, but when 
Deputy Controller Felix Dunn came to 
the items of $236 65 for traveling ex­ 
penses of S. P. Maslin, $420 for seventy days’ 
services of S. P. Maslin as Clerk, $14 85 for 
traveling expenses of S. P. Maslin, and 
$500 as expenses of an expert, he concluded 
to consult bis brother, the Controller, be­ 
fore he would draw a w arrant for the latter 
am ounts. 
H e thought it very strange 
that a claim for seventy davs’ services 
should be put in, w hen iti reality the in­ 
vestigation lasted but three days. The 
claim, it seems, has been made from the 
day the resolution was adopted by the 
Legislature, and at the rate of $6 per diem. 
Mr. D unn notified Mr. Maslin that he 
would not draw a w arrant lor the total 
am ount, but would to the extent of $1,­ 
342 55. 
Muslin 
yesterday changed the 
claim to the above am ount and the war­ 
rant was issued. 


m a s l in ’s st a tem en t. 
A R ecord U n io n reporter saw Mr. Mas­ 
lin yesterday in relation to the m atter. The 
latter sa id : 
' 
“I don’t w ant any controversy over this 
matter. W hen the Governor returns, at 
the end of the m onth, I will lay the whole 
business before him and he can do as he 
sees fit. As a m atter of fact, I ought not 
to have made out an itemized account of 
expenditures incurred in the investigation. 
I should have put in a claim for the total 
am ount and, according to the Act passed 
by the Legislature, setting aside $10,000 for 
the purpose, it would have had to be paid 
w ithout question. 
I sim ply thought I 
would be honest and. as far as I could, 
show every cent that was expsnded. 
As 
far as these m atters are concerned, the Gov­ 
ernor could have drawn tbe whole $10,000 
at once and turned what was left over into 
the State Treasury, under the provisions 
of tbe bill." 


WHAT TH E DEPUTY CONTROLLER SAYS. 
In this connection Deputy Controller 
D unn stated tbat if the latter thing had 
been done—as Maslin claims it could have 
been—the Controller would have the right 
to dem and a statem ent as to how the 
m oney was expended, under the provisions 
of Section 433, subdivision 12, of the Politi­ 
cal Code, which reads: 
The Controller is empowered, in his discre­ 
tion, to require any person presenting an ac- 
couut for settlem ent to be sworn beiore him , 
and to answ er orally, or in w riting, as to any 
facts relating to it. 
The m atter will rest until the Governor 
returns.

It was made the issue in the recent local 
election, and three Town Commissioners who 
were chosen are converts to the idea. 
A party of American gentlemen contemplates 
a hunting expedition in Zanzibar. The idea is 
to reach that country in November, and proceed 
inland after big game and adventure of all 
kinds. They will have an escort of 400 natives. 
The trustees of the Brooklyn Bridge have de­ 
cided to double the traffic facilities of that 
structure. The terminals will be enlarged and 
the trains will have platforms on each side of 
them. Half a mtiliou dollars will be expended 
for the improvements.

L o n d o n , May 21st.—The British steamer Ger­ 
man Emperor ran into the British steamer 
Beresford, yesterday momiog, while the latter 
was at anchor on Goodwin Sands. The German 
Emperor sank instant.y. Boats were launched 
from the Beresford and rescued three persons 
from the German Emperor. The Beresford's 
bows were stove. She disappeared in the fog 
for a whi:e, and her fate was unknown, but it is 
now learned that she proceeded to Gravesend. 
Nine persons on board the German Emperor 
took a small boat and landed at Dover. They 
said they thought that thirty persons had per­ 
ished. 
The survivors who reached Dover, however 
gave an exaggerated report of the loss of life! 
It is now known that the loss is not as great as 
at first reported. 
The Beresford arrived at 
Gravesend with twelve of the crew of the Ger­ 
man Emperor. 
None of those on board the Beresford were 
lost. Six belonging to the German Emperor are 
missing. 


POSSIBLY A PR ED IC A M EN T. 


T h e S am oan C onference N ot E n tire ly 
H arm o n io u s A fte r A ll. 


B e r l i n , May 21st.—The special corresnondent 
of the Associated Press leam s that a’ serious 
hitch has occurred in the negotiations between 
the Commissioners to the Conference on Samoan 
affairs. The United States Government insists 
that Maiietoa be restored as King. This is the 
chief point at issue. The Germau Government 
is reluctant to agree to that proposition. Its 
representatives po nt out that Germany has par­ 
doned Maiietoa. and declare that they think 
that that is the best their Government can do as 
far as he is concerned. 
B e r l in , May 21st.—F’rom certain indications 
at the rooms of the American delegates, as well 
as at the quarters of the English Commissioners 
and at the German Foreign Office, it is evident 
that there is some serious hitch in the negotia­ 
tions of the Samoan Commission. 
Mr. Phelps, who is known as ‘‘the peace­ 
m aker’’ both in the conlerence and the working 
committee, is in evident trouble. First he is in­ 
terviewing an English Commissioner in his own 
room, then he is hurrying off to the Foreign 
Office, where he remains for sometime closeted 
w ith a German representative, and then repeat­ 
ing the process. 
When asked as to the situation, Commission­ 
ers Phelps, Kasson and Bates say that there is 
no great change, and everything is progressing 
satisfactorily. 
Both the German and English Commissioners 
refuse to talk of the subject, but it is learned 
from other sources that the United Slates Gov­ 
ernm ent has instructed its Commission to insist 
u(>on the return of Maiietoa as King. A message 
is said to have been received from Secretary 
Blaine within the past thirty-six hours directing 
the Commissioners to insist upon the restoration 
of the status quo, and saying that Germany de­ 
posed Maiietoa as King and must return him as 
King. They may haggle about Indemnity or 
about dual or tripartite Government if they 
please, but Maiietoa must be King. 
While the Germans have come to agree with 
all other view’s of the American Commissioners, 
they are reluctant to accept this condition, and 
point to the fact that Maiietoa was pardoned by 
the German Emperor at the begiuning of the 
Conference. This they claim, should satisfy 
America. It is thought that the crisis will be 
reached at the meeting of the Conference to­ 
day. The American Commis-ioners at last were 
quiet and conciliatory in their utterances con­ 
cerning the situation, but expressed a deter­ 
m ination to remain firm. 
A special correspondent of the Associated 
Press here was informed this evening that Ger­ 
m any has finally consented to restore King Ma­ 
iietoa. This action was taken finally after pro­ 
longed and persistent efforts of the American 
Commissioners. But now comes another hitch 
in the negotiations. The fresh difficulty grows 
out of a claim for indemnity made by Germany. 
The American section of the Conference holds 
th at if any indemnity is paid it must be merely 
a nominal sum. 
Germany, on the contrary, 
maintains that in the eonilicts between the 
German forces and the Samoans the latter were 
invariably aggressive. Besides this, the native 
partisans of King Maiietoa were guilty of bar­ 
barous practices, beheading German sailors, as 
well as infiictiug upon the wounded particular 
cruelties. These acts Germany insists should 
entail upon the Samoans a pnvment of special 
indemnity. 
Earnest efforts are being m ade in the commit­ 
tee to settle t"e dispute, but the matter is very 
likely to require a reference to a plenary confer­ 
ence. 
The London I'ogf s Berlin correspondent says 
th at the Samoan protocol In the final form will 
contain two chief points. The first of these re­ 
lates to the Government of Samoa, which will 
be arrtnged on a triparite basis. England being 
accorded a position corresponding in a certain 
sense to that of arbitration. The second deals 
w ith the appointment of a commission. England 
is to have targe influence in the selection óf the 
supreme judicial functionary.
